Accordingly, a Press Note No. SW/SBR/9(6)/82 dated 
the 3rd November, 1982 was issued by the then Ministry of 
Shipping & Transport (Shipping Wing). However, over the 
years, a number of other concessions and facilitici have 
been given to hundred percent EOUs which were not avail¬ 
able to the Shiprepair Industry. In order to extend similar 
additional facilities to the Shiprepair Industry, the Govt 
have now approved further concessions. Accordingly, follow¬ 
ing overall benefits will be extended to the Shlprepah' Induir- 
try for ocean-going vessels 

(i) Customs authorities may provide bonded faeiJitiei 
to the units wherever they are located. 

(ii) In addition to the present facility of import of com¬ 
ponents. raw materials and consumables without 
import duty, import of capital goods required by 
the industry should also be exempted from Import 
duty. 

(iii) Imports of capital goods, components, raw mate¬ 
rials and consumer ctoods, as and when required^ 
be permitted. 

(IV) The import of capital gc.'Mjds in ty be allowed against 
free foicign exchange oi bilateral credits in such a 
way that the cost of the unit is not unduly raised. 

iv) Roi'eign collabonTion temporary assistance by 
foreign specialists ma\ be permitted on media of 
each case. 

(vi) Conditions for dilution of foieign equity in the case 
of lin ts covered by FERA would not be enforced 
for investment in shiprepair industry. The Largo 
Houses or the MRTP units may also be permitted to 
borrow from financial institutions at normal debt/ 
equity ratio for investment in this industry. 

(vii) The indigenously available components and raw 
materials may be allowed without payment of 
Central Excite Duty, 
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(vlii) Spares, matcritil handliny equipment such as fork¬ 
lifts, overhead cranes etc. may be exempted from 
^ import duty. 

fix) Indigenously available capital goods may be allow¬ 
ed wi[hou( paymeni of Central Excise Duty. 

(x) Materials handliiifl: equipments, such as forklift, 
overhead cranes and building construction materi^s, 
spares, consumables, if supplied to shiprepair units 
by units in the domestic tariff area, may bo treated 
ai ‘Deemed iixports’.

The Border Roads 
Organisation waa raised ar. a departmental construction agency 
basicidly modelled on the pattern of the Army, The area 
of operation of the BRO has now extended to include Rajas¬ 
than, Andaman & Nicobar Group of Islands, Bihar and 
Bhutan. The Organisation has commitment to provide sup¬ 
port to the Army during times of emergency, 

2* Two Committees had been set up in the past-one In 
1971 and another in 1977--to go into the cost of construction 
and maintenance of BRO. All the recommendations that 
had been accepted by the Board have since been implemen¬ 
ted. As more than 10 years have passed since a ConuniUec 
last studied the Organisation, the BROB, in its meeting held 
on 14th June 1990 approvetl the setting up of another Com¬ 
mittee under the Chairmanship of the Director General 
(Road Development) of the Mimstiw or bunace transport 
to examine and report on the working of BRO and indicate 
changes—structural, organisational and technical-necessary 
to enable it to discharge its duties more efficiently and to 
suggest measures for reducing cost of construction and main¬ 
tenance.

MINISTRY OF WATER RESOURCES 
New Delhi, the 29th October J990 

No. 24/3/89-E, 11(A).—^Taking into account the large 
national investment in water resources, and the key role 
played by the hydrauRcr'research in maximising the output 
from this investment, Government has been contemplating 
the setting up of a High Level Technical Committee to 
coordinate the research work in water resources being 
undertaken by Central Government institutions and those 
with the irrigation/water resources departments of the 
various states. The Central Water and Power Research 
Station (CWPRS), Khadakwasla, Pune, which has been 
declared a scientific institution is the premier laboratory in 
the country engaged in hydraulic rcocnrch. The Technical 
Advisory Committee of the institution has been emphasising 
the necessity of disseminating information acquired from 
in house research and that obtained through international 
agencies such as the UNDP, so that the benefits are avail¬ 
able to the entire wa^er resources sector in the countiy 
and other activities such as hydropower, inland and ocean 
transport etc. which depend and rely heavily on hydraulic 
research. 
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The Governing Council of the CWPRS has also been 
deliberating the role to be played by this premier Institu¬ 
tion both in national and imemational forums, from time 
to time. It has been emphasised by the Governing Coun¬ 
cil that in order to disseminate the benefits of international 
cootJ^rational .here is an urgent need for strengthening local 
interaction between Central and State Governments mstifu- 
tions in the country. 

In keeping with the above views it Is hereby resolved 
to up a High Level CommiTco to be called the Indian 
National Committee on Hydraulic Research (INCH).
